You would NOT 
believe what I've seen and heard. I've watched these college students not have a CLUE what they are doing- 
blossom into teachers who actually do a good job and teach us something new.

And I CHOSE to go to a school where I'm a PART of that learning process... I voluntarily sat as a "guinea pig" 
(not my choice of words) and was a part of that learning "laboratory" - all for the future of teaching in Iowa.

My parents CHOSE to send me to a school where I would be a part of this important process of training 
teachers for the future. It has not been easy, trust me. But my parents EXPECT this as a part of my education 
at PLS / NU High. My teachers there are experts at working with these pre-service teachers to mold them into 
future educators. 



Question #1: how long will it take for the public schools to get tired of so many college students in their 
classrooms? How will these teachers be paid for this extra expectation? Do you know how many HOURS my 
PLS/NU teachers spend with these students? Before school, after school, during school - countless. Then they 
also spend hours helping us, the K-12 students, too! In addition to teaching! Those expectations are not present 
in the public schools. How will this WORK? And for less money? 



Question #2: how will this actually save UNI money? UNI will have to pay the public school system and 
teachers to house these UNI education students. You cannot throw these pre-service teachers into the schools 
for free. President Allen must know how much this is going to cost. He is NOT talking about this, however. 
He is also going to have to have people from UNI supervise all of this... again, costly. How can this be a net 
savings? 



Question #3: when will the residents (parents/students) of Cedar Falls start complaining about having so many 
novice, pre-service teachers not only IN their classrooms, but TEACHING (or trying to teach) their children.

I've always dreamed 
of attending UNI, but honestly think differently now. I can't believe that a school who would close such a vital 
piece of its mission would really be the place I want to go to. I know my relatives are all stopping their 
donations to UNI in athletics, scholarships, and to the foundation. I don't blame them, in fact I appreciate them 
looking for a trustworthy investment where they know their donations will make a difference. 



Question #8: how will this affect Iowa? I have teachers from all over IOWA in my classrooms every day! 
They come to learn from my PLS teachers. They go back to their schools and use the information they learned 
at PLS / NU High. We have even had visitors from all over the world. Obviously that is not important to 
President Allen. 



Question #9: if 'teacher education' has to take a cut, why not close down the teacher education programs at 
ISU and U of I? seems like a lot of duplication to me! IF UNI is supposed to be the premiere teacher education 
institution in the state of Iowa, why are you even considering the approval of a terrible recommendation to 
ELIMINATE one of its core parts? You will end up with THREE typical teacher education options for Iowans. 
Really, what is UNI known for? making teachers. 



Question #10: how will this affect me? 



I know, this is not about me. Even though I'm only 13, my brother is only 8, and we feel pretty used and 
abused in this whole MESS, and do not trust what President Allen is doing. President Allen said last night that 
the PLS students are "resilient" and would be "fine". That is insulting. I don't like that he said that. He has 
NO idea what I'm going through. I've attended this school since I was 4 and I have been involved in EVERY 
single activity available to students since that day. I have accomplished more through the diverse opportunities 
at PLS / NU High than I ever could in a large school system. I have a learning disability and it is really hard for 
me to focus. I have, however, been in basketball, volleyball, track, senate, mathcounts, band, orchestra, choir, 
jazz band, STEM, plays, musicals, and set crew, just to name a few. And I am only in 8 E grade. Every teacher 
in the entire building knows me by name. They know my family. They know my brother. They know my 
learning disability. They know my brother's extreme allergies (life-threatening). I love going to a small school 
within a large community. I want my name to be on the wall in the gym, with a school record in a sport. I want 
to paint my name on the wall of the stage, like actors and musicians before me have done for over 50 years. I 
want to be a varsity cheerleader with my cousin next year. She will be a senior. She has gone to our school 
since she was four, and now President Allen says she is "resilient" and can move schools for her final year? 
Without any consultation or input from us? Seriously, I have to wonder what this president is thinking. We are 
so much more than a "think tank" as President Allen said. 



But, this isn't about me. I'm just a kid. Unfortunately, I'm a PAWN in this game that the President is playing 
with my school, my town, my life. I'm the collateral damage in this mess. This type of a transition into a R&D 
school, working with the public schools COULD have been so wonderful - IF President Allen had played fair, 
been transparent, and worked as a team to really make a unique learning model for college students AND 
children.

He wanted to make sure that everything was okay at home and that I 
was okay I realized that the pills and lack of food were changing my personality and stopped taking them, i never told 
him that was why; I didn't have to. All it took was one teacher to show that they cared; that they recognized that 
something was wrong for me to change my actions. This same teacher was a mentor and challenged me to pursue 
international business opportunities, thus landing me my current job as a Director of Global Marketing for a software 
company in Denver, i strongly believe that if I would have been part of a larger system and one that did not have the 
caliber of teacher that MPLS/NU high had, my life would have taken a much different course. 

if you look at the graduates of MPLS and NU you will find some of the most talented, intelligent and passionate people 
in the world and i believe this is a direct result of the educators at MPLS and NU. Our educators instilled in us each day 
they came to class a sense of wonder and a desire to learn. They wanted to provide us with the best education possible 
and they succeeded. My class was so competitive to be the best, that the top 5 students had over a 3.9 GPA. We ^ 
wanted to prove to our teachers that we were great, because we knew that is what they thought of us and we didn t 
want to let them down. 

I understand the budgetary aspect of looking at closing the school. I understand that there is a ROI component to what 
you have to put into the school to keep it up and running and the value to the university. That bemg sa,d, 1 am not 
certain you can put an ROI on the experience and learning that each student at MPLS and NU is getting. Take it from a 
former student, you have no idea how amazing that school is until you look back and realize just how wonderful you had 
it. i am thankful each and every day for the opportunity i had to attend MPLS and will be eternally grateful to my 
parents for that opportunity. 

I plead you to reconsider closing the school. If UNI is really an educational powerhouse, then MPLS and NU are a key 
component to that future. I implore you to not close the school and provide other kids the same opportunities to have 
an amazing education that I had.

We, the UNI faculty responsible for teacher education, confirm our opposition to 
President Allen's recommendation to dose MPLS. Due process has not been followed. 
Consultation with teacher education governing bodies has not occurred. We request 
the Regents or their agent provide the following to the Teacher Education Executive 
Council before any final decision is made: 

. full disclosure of all data considered by UNI Central Administration, including all 

sources and a detailed timeline; 
. ample opportunity for all teacher education governing bodies to respond and provide 

additional relevant data;

state code (Chapter 79) requirements; 
. a review of the process used to make the decision and its implications for governance, 
particularly the precedence for top-down decision making in an institution that values 
shared governance; 

. any plans to assure teacher education students will receive a premier clinical experience 
at Level 2; 

. a detailed analysis of the impact on all other field experiences (including Level 1, Level 

3, methods courses, and student teaching) in the future; 
• any plans to assure that the R&D function is maintained. 

We request that the results of the vote on this motion be sent to: The Iowa Board of 
Regents, Dr. Ben Alien, Dr. Gloria Gibson, Dr. Dwight Watson, all members of the 
Academic Affairs Council, all members of the President's Cabinet, the University

• Without Price Lab, UNI may have trouble maintaining that reputation and in turn, further drops in enrollment 
will only mean more budget issues, more cuts, and possibly more staff/faculty cuts. ■

• Dean of Education Dwight Watson supports MPLS staying open which President Allen recognized during his 
meeting with MPLS parents and community in his announcement. 

• UNI Student Body President attended the MPLS Parent Advisory Committee meetings in support of MPLS remain- 
ing open and providing an important resource for the student body. 

• Education Major Students are finding ways to voice their concerns about the closing of MPLS including creating 
videos supports MPLS and stating "We Can't Do It Without Price Lab" 

• Teacher Education Faculty, a university-wide UNI committee confirmed via unanimous vote Fri 2-24/12. their 
opposition to the decision to close MPLS.

• Cedar Valley schools and teachers would have to DOUBLE to TRIPLE the number of UNI students they currently 
accept in their classroom. 

•While President Allen claims there is a "changing landscape" in higher education, the ultimate end product of UNi is 
to produce teachers who will interact one-on-one with students in a classroom (integrating technology) but the interac- 
tion with students hasn't changed and can't be simulated without contact in the classroom with students and faculty 
mentors. 

• Cedar Falls elementary schools are at or have exceeded maximum capactiy. As a matter of fact, the agenda for the 
next Cedar Falls school board meeting includes an item to approve site preparation for additional trailer classrooms. 
Teachers are already dealing with large class sizes, without MPLS it would be asking them to take on more students 
AND the additional responsibility (UNi students planning, interacting and teaching lessons. 

• Although Cedar Falls Administration may be interested in getting the per-pupil funding money for each new incoming 
student, there is not a specific plan stating where current MPLS students will attend. They will be going into already 
crowded classrooms. Most of the CF schools are full and their plan is to not re-zone for 5 years. 

• For too long, education has been about all children being expected to learn in the same way. Exepcting children to 
learn the way the school wants to teach, instead of the school teaching children in the way they learn best. Having 
Price Lab in our community gives those families another chance to find a school that is a good fit for their child. 



•The global impact of closing the lab school goes well beyond the premise of 'we love our school 1 . This is about our 
entire community! 

• Strengthens the teacher education program which is a win-win for the community and strengthens UNI which is the 
foundation of the Cedar Valley. 

• If MPLS were no longer here, it would significantly impact the community, increasing unemployment, which, 
coupled with the reduced enrollment, (i.e. fewer students spending money here) has a significant impact on the local 
economy. 

• If UNI loses its main status as the premier teaching college of Iowa, it will lose enrollment numbers, which means 
future budget cuts, people losing their jobs, families leaving the area and the overall decline of our community as a 
whole. 

• Price Lab School is an asset to the community in many ways. Businesses and local city leaders looking to recruit 
people to the Cedar Valley are able to point out not only our excellent public school system, the parochial school 
option, and Price Lab School as options that ensure that whatever learning situation is best for their child, they will 
find a school that is a good fit. 



• The State just spent significant time and resources transitioning to Iowa's Research and Development School. For 
three years, three committees of 46 educational leaders have been meeting to carry out the mission of UNi and the 
R&D School. 

• Allen previously asked the state and educational leaders to support MPLS and the partnership with UNi and the 
state re-defining and strengthening its mission and a few months into the 2012-201 7 Iowa's Research and Devel- 
opment plan President Allen is abandoning the long term vision.

President said if we outsource our field experiences we would no longer have to pay to educate the MPLS K-l 2 
students. (The FACTS are that we now receive the per pupil dollars for all of our K-12 students of 2.3 mrllion a 
year. This funding would be lost and NO savings to UNI.) 

. President Allen said that it costs UNI $1 5,000 per K-12 student to educate them at MPLS. (The FACT is that 
since we receive per pupil dollars, educating our K-1 2 students is no longer part of UNI s cost.) 

. MPLS currently receives approximately $2.3 million/yr. in per-pupi! dollars just like a public school. UNI then 
kicks in $3.2 million/yr. for research and teacher training for the UNI education students, in theory originating 
from part of the tuition they are paying. 

. President Allen stated repeatedly that the 3.2 million currently budgeted to MPLS from UNI will be "reallo- 
cated to other areas of the teacher education program" The point is obviously not to save money. 

. At the faculty meeting with President Allen, MPLS staff offered to decrease UNI's contributions to the budget 
and work on significantly less funds (about 23% less or 700,000) next year. He was not interested in discussing it 
further. 

•^reJidems Allen said they acquired an estimate of 30 million dollars in renovations for MPLS. This was not 
given as a reason to the MPLS staff in their meeting as a reason for Preseident Allen's recommenda » c lose 
MPLS but was brought up in the parent/community meeting. MPLS acquired a recent estimate (Feb 201 2) by a 
local company for the repairs and maintenance of the Price Lab Schools which came in at an estimated 
$277,170.

RE: Malcolm Price Laboratory School Closing 
Dear Governor Branstad: 

Pursuant to Board authority under iowa Code section 265.1 , UNI has for many years 
operated the Malcolm Price Laboratory School. The School has provided an excellent 
education for pre-K -12 students, as well as supported clinical experiences for the UNI 
teacher education program. It is one of the few remaining laboratory schools in the 
country supported by a university. 

During the past four years of budget reductions, the university has reexamined every 
aspect of its operations and programs to become more focused and strategic with its 
resources. The University of Northern Iowa has come to a point, as have many 
institutions, where it is no longer financially feasible for the university to operate its own 
school and subsidize instruction for elementary/secondary education. The financial 
issue is exacerbated by an aging building which a consultant estimated would cost $30 
million to replace. Instead UNI's strategic priority is best served by focusing resources 
on its undergraduate teacher education and the supporting academic programs. 

As a result, President Ben Allen recommended to the Board that the Maicoim Price 
Laboratory School be closed effective June 30, 2012. 

Today, the Board approved President Allen's recommendation.

These experiences have given me 
opportunities I know I wouldn't be able to get anywhere else. 

You are probably already aware that the Board of Regents approved President Allen's recommendation to close 
MPLS June 30, 2012. Now it is up to YOU! 

The President and Dean of COE think the Cedar Valley teachers are willing and have time to work 
with UNI. I disagree. Not all teachers want us in their classrooms, or if they do, it is not to learn and 
teach. ..it is to be an extra set of hands to grade papers or other secretarial work. MPLS teachers work 
with us on designing and implementing lessons. I know 1 could call any of the teachers I've worked 
with at MPLS for help on anything and they'd be right there to help me. I doubt I'd get the same 
reaction from Cedar Valley teachers. 

MPLS is being closed because of lack of funding. How can you expect the premier university for 
teacher education in the state (and one of the top in the country) to be as effective without its 
laboratory school? Would the University of Iowa ever consider to close their hospital as they have an 
excellent medicine program? Would Iowa State University ever consider closing its Agriculture 
Laboratory as they have an excellent agriculture program? Then why close UNI's laboratory school? 

UNI needs more funding, without it, the future of the Teacher Education program at UNI is uncertain. President 
Allen and Dean Watson have few ideas and answers for the future. The future that is less than 6 months away. 
This new model is supposed to be implemented in the fall semester. I doubt the quality of the Professional 
Development Schools will be up to par with the high quality of MPLS, a 50 year institution.

I am a Math and Physics Teaching Major at the University of Northern Iowa. Please understand 
that I have respect for your position of authority and respect for the decisions you are 
making. I mean no disrespect by writing this letter of concern, however I am concerned with 
the future of my university. 

Concerning the Physics Program: 

I understand that the university itself is in a financial crisis and is having to make some 
tough budgetary decisions. With that being said I urge you to consider the potential 
consequences of cutting the Physics Program even though it currently has low enrollment. We 
are at a time in the United States where we need people in STEM fields. 

By cutting the Physics program you are ensuring that the University of Northern Iowa will not 
aid in the advancement of these fields. The Physics program at UNI has given me the small 
class sizes I need in order to learn a subject I am passionate about but is difficult for me. 
I could not have learned the material in Physics III or Modern Physics nearly as well if I 
was being required to take them at a larger university with much larger class sizes. The 
professors in the Physics program at UNI have shaped who I am as a Physicist and a future 
Physics Teacher. Their dedication to me and my learning is one 

of the reasons I decided to come to UNI. I agree that the other Iowa ' 
universities have great Physics programs but I believe UNI has been the best place for me to 
become a Physics teacher. Iowa should be contributing to the advancement of STEM in the 
United States and UNI should be contributing to the advancement of STEM in Iowa. Cutting the 
Physics program at UNI would be a decision to take Iowa's education in the wrong direction. 
We need well-educated, passionate Physicists and UNI is in the process of molding future, 
well-educated, passionate Physicists. 

Concerning Price Lab School: 

We are at a point in time where it is evident that our Math and Science Education at the _ 
secondary level need to be changed and improved. The professors at UNI have done a great 30b 
teaching me about some of those changes that need to be made, including using more discovery- 
based learning, inquiry-style labs, and implementing more projects and technologies into the 
mathematics classroom. However what they can teach me while sitting in their classroom stops 

there. , 
The real learning of how to implement these tools comes when I am able to see it in action, 
even if on a small scale. Price Lab School gave me the ability to see the pedagogies I am 
learning about applied to 

real students. I have also been sent to several schools in Cedar 

Falls and Waterloo and while I agree that they have wonderful teachers who care deeply about 
their students' learning, they are teaching their students the exact same way I was taught m 
high school. By taking away my opportunity to see the methodologies I am learning here at 
UNI in practice in a classroom setting you are taking away my ability to be the change agent 
in the math department in my future school district. With Price Lab gone there will be a 
great disconnect between how I am being taught to teach and how I see real teachers teaching. 
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This will create a generation of Math and Science teachers graduating from UNI who will 
graduate with the knowledge of new methods but no knowledge of how to implement them into a 
classroom. We will end up with math and science teachers who are teaching exactly how they 
were taught in high school^ This is not how we revolutionize the future of math and science 
education. Simply giving math and science education students more experiences in schools at 
Cedar Falls and Waterloo will not work; we need a plan that will give us the experience in a 
classroom setting where the methodologies we are learning are being practiced with real 
students. If we are to be the change in math and science education we need to see the change 
being practiced. 

Overall Concerns: 

You have already made the decision to cut the Lab School. If the Physics Program is cut as 
well then UNI will not be graduating any Physics Teachers. I do not see how UNI can be a 
"premiere teacher education" school if we do not have the ability or program to train 
teachers in one of the most highly needed positions in secondary education - Physics 
Teaching. 

Please understand that while I am concerned about my school and the future of Physics 
teachers I do have respect for you and the difficult position you are in. I hope my words do 
not undermine your authority and do not come across as being disrespectful. I hope you 
continue to seek guidance as you make these decisions.
